JUDGE STEWART’S OPINION, 

Judge Stewart, of the fifth—The business in- 
terests of the country demand reliefand it is in 
the power of congress to grantit. Allmust admit 
that the volume of currency should be increased. 
Many measures have been proposed. In my 
opinion congress should lay aside all other 
measures (except annual appropriation bills) and 
consider the fullowing: Free coinage of silver; 
repeal of 10 per cent tax on issue by state banks; 
bill to issne $200,000,000 for the redemptiou o 
United States bonds; bill to issue. $125,- 
000,000 notes based on $100,000 specie now 
in the United States treasury ; $25,000,000 of frac- 
tional or subsidiary coin now in the United Stvtes 
treasury; bili to allow realestate security for 
loans. As all legislation is the result of com- 
proinise, the consideration of the foregoing meas- 
ures, with fa patriotic purpose, would result in 
relief to our people. But, after all, it is witn the

JUDGE CRISP’S VIEWS. 

“We should enact a free coinage law at once as 

the step towards the relief needed.” 
MR. CANDLER’S SOLUTION. 

Colonel A. D. Candler, of the ninth—I would at 
once provide for the free and unlimited coinage 
of legal tender silver. I would amend the national 
bank law so as to repeal the tax on the issues of 
State banks. That little clause is what makes the 
nebeay sn System a monopoly. It was put in the 

aw for that purpose. 

1 have had these two bills pending in congress 
for four years, but the national bank influence has 
smothered them in committee. I would never 
charter another national bank, but would let the 
system die a8 the charters expire. 

I would issue sufficient treasury notes—green- 
backs—redeemable in coin, to retire every bond 
the government owes, and go into the market and 
buy. them up, just as we have been doing for the 
sinking fund and with the surplus for years. I 
would provide a redemption fund of about $200,- 
000,000 of gold and silver, with which to redeem 
these notes when presented. But only small 
amounts would ever be presented for redemption. 
We have now $346,000,000 of greenbacks in circu- 
lation and $100,000.000 of gold to redeem them, but 
none are ever presented for redemption. The peo- 
ple prefer paper money. 

This plan would stop the interest account, in- 
crease the currency about ten dollars to each in- 
habitant and destroy the present national bank- 
ing system or force.an entire change in it,because 
there would be no longer any bonds on which to 
base currency. Whatever these measures might 
lack gf supplying a sufficient volume of currency 
the state banks would furnish as they did for sev- 
enty years. The state legislatures can enact just 
as good and safe and as wise banking laws as con- 

Can. All the wisdom in this country is not 
re in congress. 

But it may be said that these holders would not 
selltheir bonds or that they would run up the 
prices. Notso. They bavé sold us $100,000,000 in 
the last year, and we could soon buy all of them. 
The price could not go much higher, for the prem- 
jum onthem is already so great that they yield 
only about 2 per cent to the holder. But admit 
that the price of the bonds would go higher, it 
would be better to pay the face of the bond and 
the present value of all unaccrued interest than to 
suffer the paralysis and wreck of business that is 
inevitable unless some bold measure of relief is 
applied. perate diseases require heroic treat- 
ment. 

WHAT COLONEL LESTER SAYS. 

Colonei Lester, of the first—The cause of the 
present “financial depression” is not fully appar- 
ent. If the cause were distinctly known the 
remedy might be simple and easily applied. 

Itis apparent that there are laws on the statute 
book of at least doubtful constitutionality which 
have had the effect of giving financial advantages 
to a few at the oo of the many. These laws 
ought to be repealed. Hecause the existing evil 
is not so much the lack of the mass 
of wealth as its unequal distribution. Con- 
gress of course cannot compel a_  distribu- 
tion of wealth. But it can leave the people free to 
work out their own salvation with that freedom 
which the constitution is supposed to guarantee 
to them. 

The volume of current money can certainly be 
increased by a law directing the free coinage of 
silver, and congress has the power to make such 
law under its constitutional power to coin money. 

JAY GOULD ON THE SITUATION. 

The New York Sun today prints a three-column 
interview with Jay Gould on financial,railroadjand 
other matters. In it Gould gays of the force 
bill : 

“PH tell you what I think is an important ques- 
tion, and that is letting the southern states alone 
for the white man there to handle the African 
problem. Now, I have been a good deal in the 
south, and have mingled with its business and 
business class considerably. I hardly ever see a 
respectable white man in the south who is a re- 
publican, and L think it comes 
from the republican party having been 


in the habit of pushing the African to the front 
too much and tco long. It ought not to be that 
we have these sectional parties—there ought to be 
two . parties of white men in the south, 
and I think there would be if some of the republi- 
ean leaders did not keep this race question ex- 
cited. If I were president of the United States, or 
aleader of the republican party, I think I could 
succeedin having some of the southern states 
divided. They would be much better off with two 
tauir parties in the field, and we should be 
better off. if we stopped playing the 
African against the Anglo-Saxon. ‘The great is- 
sue on which the repubiican party was founded 
was that of white labor, freedom in the territories 
and freedom generally, but it never was intended 
by those who took charge of the destinies of the 
republican party, a third ofa century ago, that 
the African should be the chief or onlyfrepresent- 
ative ofthat party anywhere. Thisis the main 
mistake, I have very little confidence in the great 
body of the Africans as our political rulers. Here

like the white fhan, but he is altogether excep- 
tional. There are notenough of such exceptions 
to demonstrate that the African race is not an in- 
ferior race. It surely is inferior to our white race 
in the United States. 

AGAINST THE FORCE BILL. 

“Tam opposed to this election pill which had 
been considered in congress for our southern 
states. I lgve some times noticed in the southern 
states where a white woman will be sitting in a 
car and there were other seats to occupy than that 
one, and that a colored man would go and sit in 
one half of that seat. Nobody, north or south, if 
it came to a matter of his own family, would look 
with indifference upon such behavior as that.”

SORGHUM SUGAR. 


Report of Experiments With a New Pro- 
cess. 


WASHINGTON, December 14.—The annual report 
of the chief of the chemical division of the agri- 
cultural department contains an account of the 
process recently perfected at the department as a 
result of the experiment in the chemical laboratory 
with reference to the manufacture of sorghum 
sugar. The chemist claims substantially an in- 
crease in the yield of sugar per thousand gallons 
of juice of from an averaze of about 10,000 pounds 
to an average of over 21,997 at an increase of cost 
of production of $84 for the alcohol which enters 
into the new process. The report recites some 
various difficulties hitherto found in the economic 
manufacture of sugar from sorghum, and indicates 

; the solution of the question was tobe 
found in some process which would separate, as 
near)y as ble, guminy amorphous bodies from 
the juice without precipitating sugar. The known

PARNELL IN IRELAND. 


HE MADE SEVERAL SPEECHES YES- 
TERDAY, 


AND TO VERY ENTHUSIASTIC CROWDS 


But His Enemies Interrupt Him Occasion- 
ally—Mr. Healy’s New Fiag—Another . 
BCandidate for Kilkinney. 


Dvupiixn, December 14.—At Westport, 
county Mayo, today, Parnell and his followers 
were denounced from the altar. In many 


other Catholic churches, similar denunciation# 


were uttered. National League branches im: 
south and east Downs have voted against the: 
Parnellites. At Middleton, the Cork local 
league branch voted 44 to 26 to support Par- 
nell. A circular by the bishop of Cloyne, 
read in the churches today, says: 

In consequence of the deplorable state of things 
produced by Parnell’s unprincipled and unpa- 
triotic action, itisof the utmost importance to 
reorganize the Jeague branches of this diocese. 
Leaders ought to assemble the members and 
explain necessity of withdrawing from the 
control 6f the central leage at Dublin. 

ANOTHER CANDIDATE IN KILKENNY, 

Mr. Stephen, a graduate of Camridge university 
has issued an address to the electors of Kilkenny, 
in which he announces his candidacy for pariia- 
ment as an independent supporter of the govern- 
ment. 

Messrs. Healy, Kenney, Tanner and Davitt today 
addressed meetings in support of Sir John Pope 
Hennessy. Mr. Healy declared that if Parnell 
was allowed to retain the leadership he would 


stump Ireland with a new banner made of Mrs..

A STORMY MEETING. ; 

A stormy nationalist convention was held at 
Newry. Kesolutions were adopted strongly de- 
nouncing Parnell and The Freeman’s Journal, and 
calling for the resignation of Justin Huntley and 
McCarthy, who represent Newry in parliament, 
because of his having supported Parnell. 
#Atalarge meeting at Youghal, at which Canon 
Keller presided, resolutions condemning Parnell 
were adopted. . 

A DISAPPOINTED CROWD. 

A procession of 400 torchbearers, aeccempanied 
by bands of music, waited for Parnell at the rat- 
way Station at Waterford last night. When he 
failed to come, the paraders marched to the town 
hall, where they were addressed by the mayor 
and members of the municipal coun- 
cil. When the speeeh-makin was 
over the gathering adopted, by acclamation, 
resolutions in favor of Parnell. 

PARNELL AT TULLYRONE. 

Mr. Parnell and party drove today from Kil- 
kenny to Tullyrone in a brake. They were pre- 
c@ded by a band and accompanied bya large num- 
ber of vehicles filled with supporters. At Tully- 
rone, Mr. Parnell addressed the meeting of 500 
persons. His speech was brief and was maintly a 
repetition of utterances in previous speeches. It 
was delivered ainid running commentary of cries 
such as “Down with Judas Healy;” “To hell with 
Hennessy, the Zulu king,” from certain of his 
hearers. 

Parnell apologized for the weakness of his 
voice, but he appeared to be in good health, He 
promised the people a longer speech on another 
occasion. 

HOOTING AT PARNELL. 

From Tullyrone Mt. Parnell and his friends 
drove to Freshford, i, where Parnell addressed 
another meeting, referring during his speech to 
seceders as ‘‘miserable gutter sparrows,” whom he 
hg@i pushed out of obscurity and given a better 
chance than he gave himself. After winning in 
Kilkenny, he said, he would go to every quarter 
of Ireland and ask the support of the people. 

Here a gathefing of his opponents interrupted 
Parnell with shouts of*To heli with the adulterer,”’ 

A fight would inevitably have followed but fir 
the presence of the police, who promptly inter- 
fered and ;succeeded in preserving order. Parnell 
closed his day’s work with an address at Wiling- 
ford, where he will spend the nicht. 

: THE ANTI-PARNELLITES, 

The anti- Parnell faction held a meeting today at 
Tipperary at which about 2,000 persons were pres- 
ent. Telegrams were read froin Healy and Sexton, 
both of whom apologized for not attending the 
meeting on the ground that their presence was 
required elsewhere. Mr. Davitt telegraphed: “It 
is yn to leave Kilkenny. The fate of home 
rule depends upon the struggie here.” 

Canon Cahill’s taking the chair was a signal 
for the band of fifty Parnellites to start cheers for 
their leader. 

A SMALL RIOT. 

This was responded to by the anti- Parnell men, 
and the cheering was kept up by the two factions 
for nearly an hour, making it impossible for the 
speakers tobe heard. Father Humphreys and 
others tried hard to pacify the opposing crowds, 
but in spite of their efforts, stones were thrown 
and sticks used freely, and a seriaus conflict was 
averted only by the final Jwithdrawal of the Par- 
nellites. Speeches were made by Fathers Hum- 
phreys and Condon and Patrick O’Brien, nation- 
alist members of parliainent,jand a resolution car- 
ried in support of McCarthy and his followers.

An Ice Famine in Panama. 

San Francisco, December 14.—The steamer 
San Juan, which arrived today from Panama, 
brings news of ravages of cholera in Guatemala. 
More than 12,009 cases are reported in the state, 
and 1,200 deaths oceurred in the city of Guatemala 
in seven weeks. The steamer passed without 
touching in order to avoid the quarantine here. 
An ice famine is reported from the isthmus. A 
company reeently started an ice factory at Colen, 
but the machinery broke down, and now, in the 
middle of the heated term, ice commands $70 per 
ton. The United States steamer Ranger is at 
Corinto with much sickness on beard.

- The Election Bill May Be Laid Aside by the 
Senate— Business Before the House. 

WASHINGTON, December 14.—Just. what will take 
place in the senate this week largely depends upon 
the repubhean caucus which, it is expected, will

IMPORTANT MEASURES TAKEN. 

The impression is thatin any event this week 
will witness a departure from the order which has 
governed the proceedings of the senate since it 
reassembled on the Ist of December. There area 
large number of important measures pressing 
upon the attention of the house for con- 
sideration this week. Monday is _ in- 
dividual suspension day, and will be 
taken up with measures to which Iittle 
opposition is anticipated. Mr. Dunnell, of Min- 
nesota, has given notice of his intention to call up 
the reapportionment bill on Tnesday.

SMALLPOX IN GUATEMALA. 


People Dying by the Hundreds—A Call fer 
Physicians. 

SAN FRANCISCO, December 14.—A.report of mor- 
tality.in Guatemala was brought to this city yes- 
terday by the arrival of the Pacific mail steamer 
San Juan. Among the arrivals was Joseph 
McMullen, a newspaper man from New York. 
The republic of Gantemala, he said, is besieged 
by smallpox. The disease has made fearful prog- 
ress recently. 

Me says that in seven weeks there were 1,200 
deaths throughout the country, and the number at 
last accounts was on the increase. But few san- 
itury precautions wcre taken when the epidemic 
firstappeared. The result was that the peeple 
were mowed down by hundreds. 

In the city of Guatemala dozens of deaths have 
occurred daily. The hospitals are crowded, and 
there is an open field for a score or more of physi- 
cians, contrary to the despatches last night. No 
cholera is reported from Guatemala.

LEBANON'S CEDARS. 


DR. TALMAGE’S SERMON ON WIS PAL- 
ESTINE JOURNEY. 


TREES WHICH THE LORD PLANTED. 
A’ Grove of the Giatits on the Mountain 
Where There Is No Other Vegetation— 

A Ptea for the Forests. © 


Broomiyyn, N. Y., 
day Dr. Talmage preached another sermon of 
his series on. Palestine and the adjoining coun- 
tries. Before commencing his sermon, Dr. 
Tilmage stated that in spite of all the efforts 
that were being put forth to hasten the com- 
pletion of his new Tabernacie, the work was 
on so magnificent a scale and the necessity for 
care in its construction so imperative that 
judging by present indications it would not be 
ready for dedication before Easter. He was 
happy to say, however; that the hespitality of 
The Christian Herald, through which these 
Sunday evening services. in New York had 
been held, would be continued, and the pub- 
lisher of that journal had already secured an 
extension of the lease of the Academy of 
Music. He would therefore be able to held 
services there every Sunday evening until the 
new Tabernacle was finished. Dr. Talmage 
then anneunced .as his text Psalm civ, 16: 
“The cedars of Lebanon which he had 
planted.’’ . 

In our journey we change stirrup for wheel. 
It is four o’clock in the morning, at Damascus, 
Syria, and we are among the lanterns of the 
hostelry, waiting for the stage to start. A

selves, and our party occupy the main apart- 
ment.of one of the most unconrfortable vehicles 
in which mortals were ever jammed and half 
strangulated. But we must not let the dis- 
comforts annul or disparage the opportunities. 
We are rolling on | out and up the moun- 
tains of Lebanon, their forehead undera crown 
of snow which coronet the fingersef the hottest 
summer cannot cast down. Weare ascending 
heights.around which is garlanded much. of 
the finest poesy of the scriptures, and are ris- 
ing teward the mightiest dominion that botany 
ever recognized, reigned over by the most im- 
perial tree that ever swayed aleaty seepter— 
the Lebanon cedar; a tree eulogized in my 
text as having grown from a-nut put into the 
ground by God himself, and no human hand 
had anything todo with its planting. ‘The 
trees of Lebanon which He hath planted.”’ 
The average height of thismountain is 7,000 
feet, but in one place} it lifts its head to an 
altitude of 10,000. Neohigher than 6,000 feet 
can vegetation exist, but below that lineat the 
right season, are vineyards and orchards, and 
olive groves, and flowers that dash the moun- 
tain side with » very carnage of color, and fill 
the air with aromatics that Hosea, the prophet, 
and Solomon, the king, celebrated as ‘“‘the 
smell of Lebanon.”’ Ata height of 6,000 feet 
is a grove of cedars, the only deseendants of 
those vast forests from which Solomon cut his 
timber for the temple at Jerusalem, and where 
at one time there were 100,000 axmen hewing 
out the beams from which great cities were 
constructed, But this nation of trees has 
human iconoclasm been massacred until only 
asmall groupis left. This race of giants is 
nearly extinct, but I have no doubt that some 
of these were here when Hiram, king of Tyre, 
ordered the assassination of those cedars of Leb- 
anon. which the Lord planted. From the malti- 
tude of uses to which it may be: put and the, em- 
ployment ofit in the pan ie 2 
divine favorite. én thé 
be seen from the window of this stage, in 
which we ride today, are parched under sum- 
mer heats, and not a grass blade survives the 
fervidity, this tree stands in luxuriance, defy- 
ing the summer sun. And when the storms of 
winter terrify the earth, and hurl the rocks in 
avalanche down this mountain side, this tree 
grapples the hurricane of snow in triumph, 
and leaves the spent fury at its feet. From 
sixty to eighty feet high are they, the hori- 
zontal branches of great sweep, with their 
burden of leaves, needle-shaped, the. top of 
the tree pyramidal,a throne of foliage, on 


which might, and splendor, and glory sit. But . 


so continuously has the extermination of. trees 
gone on, that for the most part the mountains 
of Lebanon are bare of foliage, while [am 
sorry tosay, the earth in all lands is being 
likewise denuded. 

Theax is slaying the forests all round the 
earth. Tostop the slaughterer God opened 
the coal mines of England and Scotland, and 
America, and the world, practically saying by 
that: ‘‘Here is fuel; as far as possible let my 
trees alone.’’ And by opening for the human 
race the great quarries of granite, and showing 
the human family how to make brick, God is 
practically saying: ‘‘Here is building ma- 
terial; let my trees alone.” We had tter 
stop the axes among the Adirondacks. We 
“te better stop the axes in all our 
forests, as it would have been better for Syria 
if the axes had long ago been stopped among 
the mountains of Lebanon. To punish us for 
our reckless assault on the fovests, we have 
the disordered seasons; now the drouths be- 
cause the uplifted arms of the trees do not 
pray for rain, their presence according to all 
scientists disposing the descent of the showers ; 
and then we have the cyclones and the hurri- 
canes multiplied in number and velocity be- 
cause there is nothing to prevent their awful 


sweep. 

Plant the trees in your parks that the weary 
may rest under them. Plant them along your 
streets that up through the branches passers- 
by may see the God who first made the trees 
and then made man to look at them. Plant 
them along the brooks, that under them chil- 
dren may play. Plant themin your gardens, 
that as in Eden the Lord may walk there in 
the cool of the day. Plant them in cemeteries, 
their shade Jike a mourner’s veil, and their 
leaves sounding like the rustle of the wings of 
the departed. Let Arbor Day or the day for 
the planting of trees, recognized by the legis- 
tures of many of thte states, be observed by all 
of our people, and the next 100 yearado as 
inuch in planting these leafy glories of God 
asthe last 100 years have accemplished in 
their destruction. When, not long before his 
death, I saw on the banks of the Hudson in 
his glazed cap, riding on horseback, George P. 
Morris, the great song writer of America. I 
found him grandly emotional, and I could un- 
derstand how he _ wrote: “Woodman, 
spare that tree!” the verses of which 
many of us have feltlike quoting in bel- 
ligerent spirit, when under the stroke of some 
one without sense or reason we saw a beauti- 
ful tree prostrated : 

Woodman, spare that tree! 
Touch not a single bough! 
In youth it sheltered me, 
And F'll proteet it now. 
"Twas my forefather’s hand 
That placed it near his cot: 
There, woodman, let it stand, 
Thy ax shall harm it not. 
My heartstrings found thee cling, 
Close as thy bark, oid friend! 
Here shall the wild bird sing, 
And still thy branches bend, 
Old tree! The storm stifl brave! 
And woodman, leave the spot ; 
While I’ve a hand to save, 
Thy ax shall barm it not. 

As we ride along on these mountains of Leb- 
anon, we bethink how itecedars spread their 
branehes and breathe: their aroma, and cast 
their shadews ali through the Bible. Solo-

many adayon Lebanon. And perliaps-while 
he was seated on this very rock against which 
our carriage jolts, he writes thas wonderful 
deseription of a thunderstorm: ‘The voice-ot 
the Lord is powerful. The voice of the Lord 
is full of majesty. Tlie voice of the Lord 
breaketh the cedars of Lebanon. Yea; the 
Lord breaketh the cedarsof Lebanon. He 
maketh them also to skip like a caif, Lebanon 
and Sirion like a young unicern. The voice,of 
the Lord divideth the tiames of tire,’’ 

As the lion is the monarclrof the fields; and 
behemoth the monarch of the waters, the 
cedaris the monarch of the trees. I 
think one reason why itis so glorified all up 
and down the Bible, is becanse we need more 
of its characteristics in our religious life. We 
have too much ofthe willow, and are 
bent this way or tlrat; too munch of the-aspen, 
and we trembie under every zephyr of the 
assault; too much of the bramble tree, and our 
sharp points sting and wound; but not enough 
of the cedar, wide-branched, and_leavem 
aspiring, and tempest-grappling. But the 
reason these cedars stand so well is that they 
are deep-rooted. They run their anchors down 
into the caverns of the mountain and fasten te 
the very foundations of the earth, and twist 
around and clinch themselves on the other 
side of the deepest layer of rock they can 
reach. And that is the difference between 
Christians who stand and Christians who fall. 
It is the difference between a superticial char- 
acter, and one that has clatched its roots deep 
down around and under the Rock of Ages. 

One of the Lebanon cedarsjwas examined by 
a scientist, and from its concentric circles 11 
was found to be over 3,500 years old and still 
standing, and there is such a thing as ever- 
lasting strength and sach a. staunclhmess of 
Christian character that all time and all etet- 
nity instead of being its demolition shall be ity 
opportunity. Notsach are those vacillating 
Christians who are so pious on Sunday that 
they haveno religion left fcr the week day. 
As the anaconda gorges itself with food, and 
then seems for a long while to lie thoroughly 
insensible, so there are men who will on Sun 
day get such a religious surfeit that the rest of 
the week they seem thoronghly dead 
to all religious emotion. They weer 
in echureh under a é charity sermon, 
but if on Monday a subject of want 
presents itself at the door, the beggar’s safety 
will depend entirely on quick limbs and an 
unobstructed stairway. It takes all the grace 
they can get to keep them from committing 
assault and battery on those intruders, who 
come with pale faces and stories of distress 
and subscription papers. The reason that God 
planted these cedars in the Bible was to sug- 
gest to us that we ought, in our religious 
character, to be deep like the cedar, high like 
the cedar, broad-branched as the cedar. A 
traveler measured the spread of the boughs of 
one of these trees and found it 111 feet from 
braneh tip to branch tip,and I have seer 
cedars of Christian character that, through 
their prayers and charities, put out one branch 
to the uttermost parts of America and an- 
other branch to the uttermost parts of Asia, 
and these wide-branched Christians will keep 
on multiplying until all the earth is over- 
shadowed with mercy. 

But marK you, these cedars of Lebanor 
could not grow if planted in mild climates ané 
in soft.air, and in carefully watered gafdens. 
They must have the gymnasium ofthe mid 
night hurricane to develop their arms. They 
must play fhe athlete with a thousand winter: 
before their feet are rightly planted, and thei 
foreheads rightly lifted, and their arms right 
ly muscled. And if there be any other way for 

eveloping strong Christian character except 
by storms of tromble,. I, never heard of it. 
Call the roll of martyrs, call the roll of thé 
prophets, call the roll of the apostles, and see 
which of them had an easy timeofit. Not 
one ofthem. Honeysuckles thrive best or 
the south side of the house, but cedars in a 
Syrian whirlwind. Men and women who heas 
this or read this, instead of your grumbling be- 
cause you have it hard, thank God that you 
are in just the best school for making heroes 
and heroines. Itis true both for this world 
and the next. Rock that baby in a cradle 
cushioned and canopied: graduate him from 
that into.a costly high chair and give aim a 
gold spoon ; send him to school wrapped in furs 
enough for an aretic explorer ; send him through 
a college where he will not have to study in 
order to get a diploma, because his fathes 
is rich; start him in a profession where 
he begins with an 0Office the floos 
covered with Axminister, and a _ library 
of books in Kassian morovco, and an arm chais 
upholstered like a throne, and an embroidered 
ottoman upon which to put ‘his twelve-dollar 
gaiters, and they lay upon his table the best iv- 
ory cigar-holder you can import from Brussels, 
and have standing outside his door a prancin 
span that won the prize at the horse fair, an 
leave him estate enough to make him inde 
pendent of all struggle. and what will become 
of him? If he do not die early of inanition or 
dissipation, he will live a useless life, and die 
an unlamented death and go into a tools, 
eternity. 

But what has been the history of most of 
the great cedars in merchandise, in art, in law, 
in medicine, in statesmanship, in Christiar 
usefulness? “John, get up and milk the cows;

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Bayonets and Ballots. 

Senator Frye has unwittingly given the 
flemocrats a rallying cry that can be effect- 
“ively employed hereafter. He has, in a pithy 
and pungent way,disclosed the whole purpose 
of the republican party. Frye has small re- 
nown asa statesman,and no renown whatever 
as a warrior, but his small and incompetent 
mind is so fired by the deliberate purpose of 
the republican party to rule or ruin, that he 

is inclined to be enthusiastic. : 

“If I had the power,’’ said Mr. Frye, ‘“‘I 
would place a bayonet behind every ballot.”’

In Wall Street. 
The New York Herald of last Saturday 
. editorially declares that the monetary 
stringency which has been strangling the 
business of the country appears to have 
passed its climax. 

Recently, says our contemporary, it has 
been practically impossible to borrow con- 
siderable amounts fora fixed period either 
on commercial paper or securities. 

But the outlook is brighter. In Wall 
street, within the past few days, over a 
million dollars was loaned for half a year or 
more with stocks and bonds as collateral. 

Naturally this encouraging state of affairs 
will extend to mercantile circles. The 
treasury has just paid out millions for pen- 
sions and other millions, and more than 
six millions in gold is on its way here from 
Europe. This will make people stop hoard- 
ing money, and let it go into circulation 
again. Perhaps for awhile, as this is the 
settling-up season of the year, high rates 
will prevail, but the flurry seems to be 
Over. 

The trouble is that With Wall street con- 
trolling our financial system the people do 
not. know when a squeeze is coming, and 
there is a general lack of confidence all over 
the country. To restore confidence we 
must have enough currency to meet the de- 
mands of business, and it must not be at 
the mercy of a few Wall street speculators. 
A financial reform that will give us.such a 
currency will insure our general prosperity, 
and no further complaints will be made of a 
lack of confidence. 


The New Copyright Law. 

There seems to be no reason why the 
senate should not proceed to pass the copy- 
right bill which was recently adopted by the 
house, ‘There is, of course, no place for it 
on the senate programme, but there is no 
reason why some genial senator on the dem- 
ocratic side should not push the bill through 
between the acts, so to speak. 

It is generally supposed that the bill had 
already passed the senate, but this is an 
error. The bill passed by the senate was 
defeated in the house by that great states- 
man, Billy Mason, of Illinois, assisted by 
some democratic statesmen from the south, 
who seemed to be glad of an opportunity to 
follow the lead of a republican committed to 
the platform of dishonesty. 

The Simonds bill which was recently 
passed by the house—in spite of the opposi- 
tion of some congressmen—is a 
modification of, and an improvement on, the 
Chace bill.

The McKinley bill is dealing damnation

LEGISLATIVE GOSSIP. 


. The resolution introduced by Ebb Williams in 
the house of representatives providing for the 
appointment of a joint committee to examine the 
penal laws of Georgia with a view to reporting 
such revisions aS may appear necessary, 
is causing quite a good deal of interest through- 
out the state. 

The resolution provides that the committee 
shall report at the summer session of the legis- 


lature, 
Bearing upon this line of business before the 


Georgia legislature, Mr. Dutcher gives the readers 
of The Augusta Chronicle the following bit of 
history ; 

“Up to 1833 there was nothing in Georgia in the 
shape of a compilation or codification of criminal 
law, but in that year an attempt was made to have 
one, and the work was done quite skillfully. With 
some few changes it lasted till 1863, when the first 
Georgia code was framed. In this work 
the civil laws of the state were pretty 
well digested and harmoniously  ar- 
ranged, but there was no codification of 
the penal laws. The old code of 1833 was inserted 
bodily, and simply numbered off into sections. 
In the three subsequent editions of the code the 
same order has been followed, with the insertion 
of new legislation in gsubsections or amendatory 
clauses, and in this archaic and disorderly form 
the body of the criminal law remains today. blest 
be the amending hand, says Lord Coke, but in 
nearly sixty years the Georgia crimimal law has 
not felt its touch. We are utterly and altogether 


behind the times in this matter, and the legal and 


financial consequences are serious.” 

Continuing on this line, Mr. Dutcher shows up 
the financial aspects of the case thus: 

‘Take the case of an offender who, being en- 
trusted to sell a bunch of chickens or a basket of 
egys, makes away with the money. He must be 
tried for a felony, which calls for forty-eight 
jurors at $2 a head, or $96, besides sume other 
extra expenses. When convicted he must be sent 
to the penitentiary for not less than one year nor 
longer than five. The people of the county are 
taxed the $96 to pay the jurors, and the peni- 
tentiary lessees get the value of the criminal’s 
labor tora year. If the crime were a mere chain- 
gang offense, but twenty-four jurors, costing only 
$48, would be necessary, and the county would get 
the labor or hire it out to some other county 


under the law, and thus make good its expenses. 


out of either the labor or hire of the convict.” 


Before introducing the resolution, Mr. Williams 
carefully reviewed the history of Georgia’s penal 


| laws, and said with regard to jurisprudence,, we 
are sixty years- behind the growth of jurispru- . 


dence. 

There is a similar resolution in the senate, and 
it seems that our criminal Jaws will be revised at 
last. 

Talking about the legislature, the most inter- 
esting question now astir in the halls of the capi- 
tol, excepting the state road betterment issue, is 
the question of adjournment. 

Mr. Atkinson’s resolution to continue the pres- 
ent session until all the state’s business 
is wound up and then adjourn‘ 
to have no summer session, failed 
to receive the endorsement of the house. It was 
followed by a resolution introduced by Mr. Lark, 
of Clay, to adjourn next Saturday, jand reconvene 
the second Wednesday in July. 

This resolution embodies a proposition that 
seems to be a favorite one with the legislators just 
now.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., December 12.—Editor 
Constitution: I have read with some interest 
an interview published in THs CONSTITUTION 
of the 9th with Mr. J. W. Thomas, president 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis. 
Railway Company, relative to the new lease 
of the Western and Atlantic road, and also 
what the same issue of THe CONSTITUTION 
gives as the views entertained by Governor 
Brown concerning the claims of the old lessees 
against the state for improvements to the road, 
and to what extent he may deem it necessary 
to go to protect the interest of the lessees. 

I, in common with Governor Brown and all 
of the original lessees now living, hope that 
such an emergency may not arise, andjthat the 
general assembly may provide some means for 
a settlement of the question in dispute; and 
yet if no medium is provided for a fair and im- 
partial hearing and determination of this mat- 
ter, I shall feel obliged, reluctantas Iam to 
engage in unpleasant controversies, to support 
Governor Brown to the fullest extent in what 
he may deem every proper and legal way to 
protect the interest of all the stockholders in 
the lease. 

It ig with me nota question to be controlled by 
the Louisville and Nashville or the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis companies, as share- 
holders in the old lease. I have no interest in 
the former company, and only asmali interest 
in the latter company, and it would not matter 
if I was largely interested in both. Zo my 
mind there are other shareholders in the 
Western and Atlantic: lease, whose rights 
should not be placed in jeopardy, and as a 
member of the board of directors and 
executive committee of the Western 
and Atlantic Railroad Company, [I shall 
consider it incumbent upon me to urge a policy 
which shall, as far as we legally and properly 
may, protect the interest of every shareholder 
in the lease. Some of the shares in the lease 
are held. by executors, and the children of 
original shareholders who have died. Such 
interest must not be sacrificed, and whether 
the Louisville and Nashville or the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis companies partici- 
pate in these proceedings or not, I shall be 
compelled to do my full duty toward those who 
have confided to me the trust of aiding in the 
direction and execution of the affairs of the 
Western and Atlantic company. 

This much I feel impelled to say in view of 
the relations that the new lessees bear to the 
ola, with the sincere hope that a solution may 
be found which will avoid any complications 
or trouble which may result in involving the 
state’s property, possibly vitiate the new lease, 
which every intelligent and practical man in 
the state will admit was made ata magnificent 

price and to a most desirable tenant. Re-

“THE POOK WHITES.” 


How their Brains and Blood Made and Saved 
the Republic. 
From The St. Louis Republic. 

In a book recently written on American institu- 
tions, and intended as a text-book, a New Eng- 
land college professor speaks contemptuously of 
what he calls the ‘poor whites” of the south as a 
class which cares little for liberty and does nos 
know how to maintain it. He does not mean to be 
guilty of falsehood; he is telling the truth to the 
best of his ability, and if his error leads him into 
Slander. it is not because of malice, bnt because 
of a defficient knowledge of American history, in- 
fluenced to some extent perhaps by the contempt 
for poverty which is unfortunately too general. 

lf Mr. Hosmer knew the history of the yeomen 
whom he calls *‘poor whites,” he would know that 
the gravest defects of their character are inti- 
mately connected with a love of liberty often un- 
reasoning and sometimes fierce. They belong to 
arace which now, aS when Robin Hood took to 
Sherwood Forest with their ancestors against the 
Norman sheriffs, prefers liberty to everything 
else, and sacrifices for it money, culture, comforts, 
everything which in the view of those who. despise 
them makes life desirable. They have been the 
pioneers of American civilization. Their love of 
liberty pushed them beyond the mountains into 
the unknown west, but even before they had fol- 
lowed Daniel Boone into “The Dark and Bloody 
Ground,” they had struck hard blows for freedom. 
It is a most singularignorance of history which 
impeaches their animal courage when the glaring 
fault of their character is readiness to grip their 
weapons and to decide every question raised 
against them man to man and steel to steel. They 
are ‘‘waspnest men’’ now as they were when they 
followed Hengist and Horsa. They do not belong 
to the class which went out from Boston to peti- 
tion Washington to allow the beleaguered British 
to escape for fear of disturbing trade and dam- 
aging the shops by a fight. They are such men as 
surrounded Bacon, Hansford, Gilesand Drum- 
mond in the uprising against Berkely under 
Charles II. Our college professor knows so little 
of American history that he thinks they do not 
love liberty yet, 


Such love filled all the heart of Drummond when 
his brand 
Of his own home made Liberty a beacon light. 


Of this class and of this blood was Patrick 
Henry, foremost in the breach for freedom, and 
of this blood, too, was Henry Clay, born almost in 
sight of the birthplace of Patrick Henry. When 
the hopes of liberty were at their lowest ebb, 
when such a march through the confederated 
colonies was being made by the English as Sher- 
man afterwards made to the sea through the con- 
federated states, these ‘‘poor whites’’ crossed the 
mountains, and, under Shelby and Sevier, struck, 
at King’s mounta.n, the blow which turned the 
tide of the Revolution back on Yorktown. And 
at about the same time, one of these. poor whites, 
a ragged, unkempt lad of seventeen, ordered by a 
British officer to do the work of a menial, refused 
with all the fierce spirit of his Saxon ancestry and 
without wincing took the coward blow with which 
tyranny has always—and alway# ineffectually— 
answered “the poor white” of this blood. Later, 
at New Orleans, this same “poor white,’’with some

erty, and later still,as president of the United

The van in 
question handed the note to her brother-in-law, 
who reported it to the police.

Now, I did think, when I received that 
first letter from you at Greensboro, N. C., that 
you did care something for me. But 
alias, alas, time has proven that 
you care nothing for me, for did you care for me. 
you would not let me lay here and starve when you 
well know I cannot come out to mike a cent to 
live upon or to carry me away upon. And when 
I think how you have treated me 
after I have gone and sent you over 
$000 in notes it alinost breaks my heart. Then to 
think that when I sent a telegram to you day 
before yesterday, you never paid any attention to 
it and failed to take it, and I hadto go and pawn 
a coat for the money to pay for the message that 
you refused toreceive.

WESTMINSTER ABBEY. 


AN ELOQUENT SERMON BY THE REY. 
R. 8. BARRETT. 


He Traces the History of the World-Famous 
Structure from Its Inception in the 6th 
Century te the Present Day. 


The Rev. R. S. Barrett’s lecture on ‘West- 
minster Abbey”’ attracted the usual large and 
cultured congregation to St. Luke’s cathedral 
last evening. 

The lecture was one of the most interesting 
yet abstracted by that reverend gentleman 
from his wide experience in European travel, 
and teemed with vivid descriptions and inci- 
dents concerning the greatest monument ever 
erected to the English chureh. 

Westminister Abbey was first erected in the 
sixth century upon a small piece of jand called 
Thorny Island, thep situated about two miles 
from the city of Londen. London at that time 
was smaller than is Atlanta now. It was erec 
on the site of a heathen temple, and was a small 
affair at best. 

It was aoeee eens torn down and rebuilt on a 
larger scale by Edward the Confessor, in 1045-65, 
being twenty years in building. Edward died in 
the year after its completion, and his body was

All of the cei- 
ebrated statesmen, histerians, novelists, dra- 
matists, poets and other celebrities, except the 
warriors, that have ever lived in Great Britain, are 
either buried there or are represented by a bust, 
urn or slab. The ey heroes are buried at St. 
Paul’s Darwin, despite his extraordinary views 
upon religion and man’s origin, is buried there, a 
tribute to his master intellect, The only Ameri- 
can who has been honored with a place among 
the illustrious dead is the Poet Longfellow, who 
is represented by @ marble bust.

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N ORDINANCE TO REQUIRE FIRE ES- 
{4 capes on certain buildings for the safety and 
protection of human life. 

Be it ordained by the mayorand general coun- 
cil of the city of Atlanta, and it 16 hereby or- 
dained by authority of the same that, it being 
necessary for the safety and protection of human 


life. 

Section 1. That all buildings in said ¢ity three 
stories or more in height, not ineluding 
basemeuts, used as ga factory, workshop, ledge 
room, hotel, boarding house, public hall, or sleep- 
ing place, or apartment, shall have thereon suita- 
ble and substantial fire escapes of the following 
character and material. Brackets must not be 
less than 44x1% inches, wrotght iron, plzced 
edgewise, or 1% jneb angle iron, well braced, and 
not more than 3 feet apart, and the braces tc 
brackets must be not less % inch square, wrought 
iron, and must extend two-thirds of the width of 
the respective brackets or balconies. In all cases 
the brackets must oe serene the wall, and be 
turned down 3finches. 

Brackets on new buildings must be set as the 
walls are being built. When brackets are to be 
put on old houses, the part going throngh the 
wall shall not be less than une inch in diameter, 
with screw nuts and washers, not less than & 
inches square and 4% inch thick, 

Top rails.—The top rail of balcony must be 
1%,x' ineh, wroucht iron, and in all cases mus 
go through the walls, and must be secured by aut 
and 4-inch washers, at least *, inch thick. 

Bottom Rails. —Bottom rails must be 1°54 x *% 
inch, wrought iron, well lteaded into the wall. 
in frame buildings the top rails must go through 
the studding and be secured on the inside by 
washers and nuts as above. 

Filling-in Bars.-—-The filling-in bars must be not 
les. than 44 inch round or square, wrought iro 
placed not more than 6inches from centers, an 
well riveted to the top and botton rails. 

Stairs.—-The stairs. in all cases, rnust not be less 
than 18 inches wide, and constructed of }, x54 
inch wrought iron sides or strings. Steps to 5, 
inch round iron, donbie rungs, 4,x3 inch flat tron, 
and well riveted to the strings. The stairs must 
be secured toa bracket on top, and rest on and be 
secured te a bracket or extra cross bar at the bot- 
tom. All stairs must have a *4 inch handrail of 
wrought iron, well braced. 

Floors.—The flooring of balconies must be of 
wrought iron 154x% inch slats placed not over 1%, 
inches apart, and secured to iron buttons 144x% 
inch, not over 3 feet apart and riveted at the 
intersection. The opening for stairways in gi) 
balconies shall not be iess than 14 inches wide and 
30 inches pes 

Drop Ladders.—Drop ladders trom lower hai- 
conies where required sha'l not be less than 14 
inches wide, and shall be 144x% inch sides and 5, 
inch rungs of wrought iron. In no case shail the 
ends of balconies extend more than 9 inches over 
the brackets, 

The height of railing around balconies shall not 
be Jess than 2 feet 9 inches. A balcony must be at 
each story. 

Sec. 2. Thechief of the fire department and 
building inspectors shall constitate a board of 
fire escapes, and ne fire escape will be accepted 
without their approval, an! they shall have 
authority to decidie the number and location of all 
fire escapes on buildin za. 

Sec. 3. This ordinance shall be published in 
two daily papers tor 15 days, then it shall be the 
duty of the owners of all buildings coming under 
the requirements of this ordinance to have placed 
on said building within ninety (99) days after said 
advertisement, such fire escapes as are required. 

Should any owner, agent or tenantin possession 
of any such building, fil within the time spec- 
ified in said advertisement. to have fire escapes 
placed on any building as provided for by this 
ordinance, he or she shall be subject to a fine of 
not exceedins $i and cost, and to 
be inprixaoned not exereding thirteen days, 
either or both in the discretion of the court, and 
for each month thereafter until said ordinance 
shall be complied with. Such owner, agent or 
tenant in possession shall be subject to the same 
penalties as aforesaid.

TRINITY'S NEW PASTOR. 


HIS INITIAL SERMON TO HIS NEW 
FLOCK AGRAND EFFORT. 


A Large Congregation Present —Enthusias- 
tic Expressions of Approval ef the 
Rev. Mr. Lewis. 


The beautiful Trinity church was filled to its 
utmost capacity yesterday morning to hear the 
initial sermon of the Rev, Walker Lewis, the new 
pastor of the church. 

Alter the singing of the hymns and prayers, the 
pastor announced his text, which was a most ap- 
propriate one, taken from the Second Epistle of 
Paul to the Corinthians, fifth chapter, sixteenth 
and seventeenth verses. 

“Wherefore, henceforth know we no man after 
his flesh; yea, though we have known 
Christ after the fiesh, yet now henceforth we know 
him no more. 

“Therefore, if any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature ; old things are passed away; behold, all 
things are become new.”’ 

“There are two ways,” said the pastor, for find- 
ing the true worth of man—commerce and Chris- 
tianity. The first demonstrates what the man can 
dv, while the second tells the world what he is, or 
whathe hasdone. The rule of commerce may 
do for the guidance of worldly judgment, 
but can have no influence in the church. 
The rule of commerce measures him on the out- 
side—measures him by the worldly circumstances 
with which he is surrounded. 

“There is very little greatness in this world as 
greetnees is understood by the rule of commerce. 

b overestimates the importance of man to society, 
andatthe same time underestimates men who 
ought not to be underestimated. It does well by 
_ millionaire, but what of the man in the column 
of units’ 

“In this country there isa tendency, while en- 
deavoring to get at the true worth of a man, to 
formulate judgment of him upon @ specie basis. 

“In a certain part of this country there is a class 
of people who set themselves above the average 
good citizen on the score of superior culture and 
wealth, Iam happy to beable to state that the 
plutocratic social rule ofthe Four Hundred is 
tending westward and not to the south. Buta 
few days since I read a clipping from The Chicago 
News chronicling the sudden rise from compara- 
tive obscurity to prominence and affluence: of a 
citizen of that city. For twenty years, the article 
goes on to state, the man had striven hard and in 
vain for recognition, But through the mediuin of 
well-sold pork he had been accorded in twenty 
hours the recognition he had previously sought 
for without success. 

“The true minister of God does not preach to 
the multitude, but to the man, andit is the man 
that he sees. The mass of human worth indeed 
becomes huge when itis magnified by the min- 
istry. Men are glorified by the ministry of Christ, 
it is not that the work in the flesh perishes, but 
that the work in the spirit lives.
